Legislative Council, it will simply kee 
on loans advanced on movable property, but 
not on those made on estates. It is well knowa ts 
Government that there is much discontent in the country owing to the constant 
alienations of ancestral property from the people. When Local Governmente ad 
Administrations come to be consulted regarding the Bill they. will do well to 
suggest a provision extending the benefit of the Bill to landed property as well 
Hardly a year passes without some estates passing from the hands of old proprie. 
tors into those of professional money-lenders or pleaders. In the North-Western 
Provinces the Government obtains an annual land revenue of six crores of rupees: 
and the Registration Department shows that zamindéri land of at least the same 
value is mortgaged or sold every year. Thus if the purchase value of the zamin. 
déri land be put down at 20 times the revenue, the whole of this land must pasg 
from one hand into another in the course of 20 years. If this state of things 
continue, it.is surely fraught, as Government itself thinks, with political danger.

When Thékurs, Jats and Kurmis, who are agriculturists by profession, come to 


lose, as a body, all their ancestral lands, a great disturbance must be apprehended 


in the country. Itis the dispossessed old propietors or their karindas (agents) 


who every now and then break the heads of new zamindars, and of whom the 
British criminal courts are so full almost every day. This state of things has been 
brought about by English law, and the same law can remedy the evil, Govern- 
ment has often thought of opening agricultural banks for the benefit of zamin- 
dars and cultivators, but it has always dropped .the question. If money-lenders, 
however, be debarred in the newly proposed Jaw from obtaining interest more 
than the amount of the principal from agriculturists also, it will go a long 
way to save the latter from absolute ruin. This will not, however, prove a 
sure and complete remedy. The evil requires a drastic remedy, and that consists 
in enacting a law. permitting zamindars to part only with the produce and income 


of their lands, but not also with their right of ownership in them. Government | 


officers talk a good deal of their sympathy with the zamindars, but do not translate 
their words into action. The Indians in general suffer at present from three evils, 
viz., (1) want of employment, (2) alienations of landed property owing to excessive 
interest, and (3) difficulties in obtaining ready redress from courts. All these are 
sources of great distress and misery, and a wise Government would do well to remove 
every one of these so far as it lay in its power. 


IV.—EDUCATION.

It is high time that the 
people should start their own colleges and thus escape the exorbitant, prohibitive 
rates of fees with which Government wishes to clog high education.
